Crawford Break-Ins Necessitate 
Installation of Security Devices

TWO RECENT BREAK-INS at 
Crawford Hall realdence for 
women have produced rumors 
and- some fear among the resi- 
dents of the hall, and have caused 
a strengthening of secuiily de- 
vices. 

According to records In the 
University guard office, only two 
break-ins were reported, con- 
trary to a rumor circulating In 
the dorm that there had been 
break-ins several nights In a 
row, and that they could be ex- 
pected to continue. 

The two break-ins, which In- 
volved no personal injury and 
only minor damage and theft, 
have Inspired a re-evaluatlon of 
security, and action to provide 
better protection for Crawford 
residents. 

The first break-ln according 
to guard office records, occurred 
early on jan. 15. A man report- 
edly broke in through the furn- 
ace room entrance la the base- 
ment of the building, broke into 
vending machines In the recrea- 
tion room, and left the building. 
An alarm In the room of the 
residence manager warned her, 
ahd she summoned guards. 

Guards on campus said they 
had seen a suspect In other Uni- 
versity, buildings on the same 
night and notified Metropolitan 


Police third precinct. The man, 
apparently the same one who 
broke Into Crawford and had 
been seed In the Student' Union, 
was arrested In Calhoun Hall 
early that morning, according 
to guard office records. 

The next break-ln was on the 
morning of Jan. 18. Guard rec- 
ords show that a man broke a 
door window, entered the build- 
ing, saw two girls studying for 
finals, and left the building doing 
no other damage. No suspect has 
yet been arorehended. In this 
case. 

According to Lt. F.X. Cleary, 
head of the guards, he and an- 
other guard observed the rear of 
Crawford Hall from midnight to 
4 a.m. for the three nights fol- 
lowing the second break-ln. They 
watched from a ear parked In the 
lot behind the building tor any 
further vandalism or break-ln 
attempts. None were seen or 
reported, and no Incidents have 
since been reported. 

The break-ins have prompted 


another strengthening of the Uni- 
versity guard force. Lieutenant 
Cleary said that six new guards 
were being sought, and that three 
had already been hlr^. He also 
noted that the night guard force 
on campus had already been dou- 
bled from two to four. 

Lieutenant Cleary said that he 
hoped all-night guards could bo 
planed In strong and Crawford- 
halts sooner than next fall as 
now planned. He believed It might 
bo possible to pot guards In the 
dorm by sometime in March. 
The business office. In chsrge 
of hiring and placing guards, 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

Miss Marianne Phelps, as- 
sistant to the dean of women, 
said that new locks and Jimmy- 
proof doors had bean plgced on 
Crawford's basement entrances, 
and that wire mesh has been 
ordered tor the glass la the 
doors. 'Everything possible has 
been done to prevent future 
break-ins,* said Miss Phelps. 
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due to a grant from the govern- 
ment -subsidized | Work Study 
Program. Twelvetofourteenstu- 
dent assistants will be hired nexi 
tall with BO per cent of their sal- 
ary paid by the program.

IT IS NO SECRET that studaot fovernment elec- 
tions on this campus have tradiUonally bean a strug- 
gle between' the greek and tte Independent Interest 
groups. lUs ' conflict is neither bad nor espectad 
to disappear reYy soon. 

Political interest groups are the Inevitable off- 
spring of any governed society. And as long as 
student government exists, so also will exist at 
least two canqxu political groups, although their 
constituencies may change from year to year. 

While political Unas at GW have long been formed 
on a gresk-indepandent basis, modifications have 
sometimes occurred making the lines periodically 
flexible. Tat student government here has suffered 
from low student participation, gensrally due to the 
closed and secretive nature of the opposing factions 
which discourages potential candidates. 

Students for Better Government, formed three 
years ago as an open poUtical party, offers an un- 
limited base for student participation. Last year, 
acquiring the support of the smaller fraternities on 
campus, SBC was effective opposition to the closed 
large- fraternity power. This year, however, the ef- 
fectiveness of 8BG has been undermined by an aU- 
fraterolty alliance. 

Until there are two open poUtlcal parties on campus, 
bolding open nominations for office, students will be 
wary of entering the poUtical arena, and student 
government will suffer. 

Open poUtical parties serve two important and 
beneficial ftmctions. The first is that they provide 
flexible poUtical Unaa which draw participation from 
the entire student body. Their second function is to 
reduce the secrecy of poUtical activity. 

The advantages of open poUtical activity are numer- 
ous. Under such a system, states could be formed, 
prompting more constructive and substantive plat- 
forms thaii those produced under the present system 
in which the only issue is a greekAxlependent one. 

Another advantage is that open poUtical parties 
would draw interest in student government from 
many students who now are scared away or disil- 
lusioned by activity In which they cannot participate, 
let alone know anything about. Furthermore, an 
accepted and open poUtical system would free both 
factions from the strain of trying to hide conspicuous 
and Inevitable poUtical activity from the accusing eye 
of the public. 

Open poUtical parties are an obvious answer, al- 
though not a panacea, for the Ills of student govern- 
ment, Neither campus poUtles nor campus govern- 
ment will reach maturity until such an open system 
is accomplished. And sincg SBG has begun to clear 
the way. It is now up tc the greeks to declare them- 
selves.

legislature last Friday In sup- 
port of a brief that urged free 
tuition; student salaries and 
equalization grants to cover 
travel expanses and extra living 
costs for out-of-town students 
who attend school In an urban 
area. 

The students received some 
backing from University of Brit- 
ish Columbia President John 
Macdonald, who said that the 
provincial govammant would be 
glllty of •darallctloo of duty* 
If It doesn’t double the gst mil- 
lion grant It gave the three major 
British Columbia unlveralttaa 
this year. 

Student salaries are not un- 
precedented In Canada, in one 
province — NawFooMllaod — 
University studants rscslva tu- 
ition and fSO monthly salaries 
from the provincial govammant. 

The mean student tnlUoo and 
fees (Or Canadian collet Is 
$473 per year which, aceordliig 
to a Canadian Union of Students 
(CUS) report, represents only 
28J per cant of a student’s 
annual expanses. The report 
estimated that tbs average stu- 
dent la required to pay tl#M4 
a year In total costs. 

The anti-tuition campaign, or- 
ganized by CUS, goes hirther than 
previous student efforts to wipe 
out social and financial barriers 
to higher education. It was 
formulated at the CUS congress 
last fall, and passed In the form 
of six resolutions. 

Five supporting resolutions 
were alsb passed, advocating 

1) Increases federal support (or 
education by granting new tax- 
ation powers to the provinces 
(education I s constitutionally a 
provincial matter In Canada); 

2) non-secret board of governors 
and academic senate meetings; 

3) student : participation In de- 
cldtng questions of academic 
freedom; 4) a new CUS commit- 
ment to higher-quality education, 
full student participation In uni- 
versity government, and full stu- 
dent responsibilities to take an 
tetlve role in raising academic 
standards. 

The univac resolution also 
called tor dlrsct stipends, re- 
jecting loan plans, aaaaas tosts 


and any other conditions on fi- 
nancial aid. 

Today, five months after the 
congress, the campaign la bogged 
down on many caippuses, pri- 
marily because CUS program 
outlines emphasizing implemen- 
tation have been discarded by 
local CUS chairman. 

CUS Is now creating new pro- 
vlnelal organizations to make Its 
sdueation pitch mors effective at 
tbs provincial lave' — where (ha 
fasponslbUlty (or education fi- 
nancing lias. 

The univac struggle on many 
campuses has alao Involved stu- 
dent referanduma on (res educa- 
tion, high school visitation 
projects organised by student 
councils, teach-ins, and briefs 
to provincial governmant educa- 
tion departments.

It Started in Rome 


Registration--A Classic Struggle

LITTLE IS KNOWN concerning 
the history of registration. Even 
today, nobody understands It. 
Throu^ much tiresome and bor- 
ing research, however, I have 
become exceedingly tired and 
bored, but have, oevaTthalasa, 
uncovered some fascinating In- 
formation about the history of this 
sacred process. 

The history of registration 
dates back several thousand 
years to the time of the Roman 
Empire, Prior to the advent of 
registration, chaos ruled Rome.

They extended regis- 
tration to three days In order to 
allow the military to register. 
Because the soldiers often 
worked during the day, a special 
schedule was arrangto to allow 
them to attend *Knlght Classes.* 

Probably the grectest problsm 
which arose concerned the rela- 
tive popularity of classes. Ap- 
plicants (eU It atUy to bother 
registering tor LowerClass when 


such ’inlnterestlng courses as 
•Serflng* were required. 

The smarter Roman would reg- 
ister (or middle class and take 
something really wild like Stave 
Girls, or Torture V where you 
never had to go to class.

Almost 2,500 years later, our 
system of registration Is haunt- 
ingly similar to that 'of Rome.

The Sound of Violence

A NEW super -spectacular— 
perhaps 20th Centum-Fox's an- 
swer to *Gone With the Wind*— 
has been released. And It is not a 
musical or a Bible story. 

■The Band Pebbles* Is an awe- 
Insplrlngly gory, realistically ex- 
citing, antl-interventlon story 
about an American gunboat, the 
UBS San Pablo, patroUlngChina's 
Yangtze River In tbe mld-twen- 
Ues. 

IMrlng this period China was 
undargoliic atrsmeodpusophaav- 
al wHh d strong rtih towatH 
n a ti o n a li sm. The Amarlean gun- 
boat in the Chinese river was 
looked upon, as one character liS 
the movies said, as *a Chinese 
gunboat salUng up the Missis- 
sippi.* 

But more central to the story 
Is Steve McQneen, always tough 
and real, playing Holman, a Navy 
man transferred to the San Pab- 
lo’s crew as Its chlaf engineer. 
Holman’s life was his steam 
engines, and he was too Inde- 
pendent to be able to work under 
someone on a larger boat. Th« 
San Pablo’s engine was his alone, 
aixl he wanted to run a tight ship 
while the rest of the crew wanted 
to enjoy their shipboard *vaca- 
tion* In a ship almost completely 
operated by Chinese coolies. 


There are many side stories 
to this more basic one. There Is

Real Unreality '

NOW AT THE Trans Lux 
Thoatar, Mlcbolangelo An^- 
lonl’a *B1^ ifp* la reglsteiing 
a colossal mark In tbs progres- 
sion of clnsmatlc style that Is 
the prominent art form of our day. 

Movies, especially those di- 
rected by Antonioni, are adven- 
tures in three dimensionality, 
time, and color with the greater 
emp^ls shifting from words to 
Immediate sense response. 

What does anger or antlelpa- 
tlon yield to a street? Rad. So 
Antonioni paints tbe walls, doors, 
and telephone booths in fiery red 
—not to draw attention but rather 
to relate and Interchange our 
visions of reality. 

The Issue at tbe natural world 
and Its parallel to the artificial 
world Is carried throughout the 
picture by an array of greens and 
blues daployad against crashing 
purples, pinks, yellows, and reds. 

David Hammings heads the pop 
culture of London society as a 
photographer who flags down the 
world through tbe frenetic eye of 
his camera, yet falls to submit 
a human eye to the vision of 
reality. Opening with a frantic 
mime escapade through London, 
Antonioni starkly invesUgatas the 
existence of somber, dereUct 
reality which Hammings sees 
only as a subject tor bis blos- 
soming photographic study. 

The physically dynamic life of 
the *see-er* (what he does In 24 
hours Is exhausting) merely 
serves to heighten the sense of 
routine which the cameraman 
reaps from Ms day to day Im- 
pact with hollow-eyed glamour 
models who have forgotten howto 
smile. 

What stems from a seemingly 
meaningless, candid pbotograpMc 
study of lovers In a public park 
Is the indlvldnal dlacovery of a 
murder. Vanasa Redgrave plays 
the young female who offers her- 
self to Hemmlngs In exchange for 
Ms photographs wMcb Indicate 
her entanglement with an elderly 
lover. A mock exchange Is made, 
but not until Hammings has re- 


vealed a preiKcupatlon with void 
antliyie propellers and fllgM In 
general, from the reel world of 
Involvement. 

A later '6Mowliig up* of the 
park photos uncovers the murder 
of Miss Redgrave’s elderly lov- 
er. Hemmlngs rushes to dlmloae 
Ms find, only to submit to the 
lUuslonary non-partlcIpatlon of a 
pot party *happeMng* at the home 
of a friend. 

He returns to the scene of tbe 
murder where previously tbe real 
corpse confronted the flashing 
corpse (Hemmlngs) and neon 
signs sIgnMad noiselessly for Ms 
*pop* reply. Only now, Hem- 
mlngs finds tbe body Is removed. 
Hers, the photographer reveals 
himself as an extension of Ms 
camera eye rather than as the 
•see-er* beMnd tbe lens. 

R’s all a gamel The boutique 
and rasping battle of bodies Is 
oMy a visual or physical contact 
that chooses not to melt beyond 
the Immediacy of diagonals ' 
matted against a purple screen of 
luxury. The reem ^s malleable 
to a point, but reaches an end 
found by tugging. 

As controlled colors feed the 
movls, Hemmlngs Is consumad by 
Ms art.

BASKETBALL Is nowTHE BIG 
SPORT at GW and the Colonials 
are going to eventually become a 
national power; so say the 
Trustees. Unfortunately, In their 
rush to notify the newspapers, 
the Trustees forgot to tell GW’s 
opponents. 

As semester break arrived, 
the Buff had only.three victories 
aixl half a dozen scares to show 
for their efforts. The victories 
were over Richmond, Davldsoii 
and VMI. The first two were 
genuine upsets; the third was 
one of those rare games In which 
GW was favored. In tact last 
Monday the Buff started the new 
semester by conquering VMI for 
the second time. 

More frequently, the Colonials 
managed to throw a scare Into 
their opponents before losing the 
game In the second half. For ex- 
ample, they led twelfth ranked 
St. John’s by three points at the 
half, before bowing. 

In this game, as In others, 
once the starters, especially 
those up front, got Into foul 
difficulties, GW was in trouble. 
The two big men, 6-6 Ed Rainey 
and 6-8 Dick Ballard, allow the 
Colonials to hold their own under 
the boards. 

However, both have a tendency 
to commit fouls. Once they get 
Into foul trouble, GW Is hurt 
slzewlse. The reserves, with the 
exception of 6-8 soph Francis 
Mooney, who lacks experience, 
don’t have the height for the tight 
defense against the tall front 
walls of the opposition. With the 
opposition controlling both back- 
hoards, they soon control the 
game. 

This lack of depth up front 
seems to be what Is UlUng the 
Colonials more than anything else 
In the late stages of the game. 


Even though GW has Improved 
vastly as the season has pro- 
gressed, and the team has 
learned the McCarthy system 
they are In trouble during Feb- 
ruary, the last regular-season 
month, 

VPl, whom GW plays twice In 
February (the 6th and 15th), has , 
a strong, quick team. The Gob-'^ 
biers are looking for another 
NIT bid, and off what they have 
shown so far this season should 
easily be In Madison Square 
Garden In March, 

Georgetown, who downed the 
Colonials by one point In an 
earlier game, will face the Buff 
on Washington’s birthday. The 
Hoyas are also hoping for an 
NIT Wd. 

West Virginia wants a tourney 
spot too; however, they want the 
NCAA spot, not the NIT. 'This of 
course, goes to the Southern Con- 
ference champion (which will be 
decided In theConference tourney 
In Charlotte during March). The 
Mountaineers have three players 
averaging over 20 ppg. Dave 
Reaser has a 22.5 average; Carl 
Head, 20.6; and Ron Williams, 
20.5. 

On the eleventh. East Carolina 
comes to Ft.
